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The  observances  of  World  Trade  Week  1977  early  in  the  begin- 
ning of  a  new  Administration  is  the  time  to  reaffirm  long- 
standing principles  and  embark  on  new  resolves. 

Looking  ahead,  we  must  increase  efforts  to  assist  the  U.S. 
business  community  to  adapt  to  the  new  conditions  of  inter- 
national business.   Although  the  United  States  exported 
almost  $115  billion  worth  of  goods  last  year,  that  figure 
represents  only  7  percent  of  Gross  National  Product  -- 
far  below  the  level  of  other  industrial  nations.   The  U.S. 
Department  of  Commerce  will  work  more  diligently  than  ever 
to  bring  overseas  marketing  opportunities  to  U.S.  business, 
particularly  smaller  companies. 

In  addition,  the  United  States  must  provide  leadership 
in  the  difficult  trade  negotiations  now  in  progress  in 
Geneva,  thus  seeking  an  open  and  fair  international  trade 
program. 

Expanded  trade  opens  new  markets  for  the  goods  and  services 
of  U.S.  business.   It  creates  employment  for  more  American 
workers  in  some  of  the  most  productive  sectors  of  our  economy. 
It  makes  a  greater  variety  of  materials  and  consumer  goods 
available  at  competitive  prices. 

Trade  expansion  is  equally  essential  in  this  increasingly 
interdependent  world  to  assure  economic  progress  in  other 
nations.   It  helps  the  developing  countries  grow.   It  encour- 
ages the  international  exchange  of  ideas,  knowledge  and 
experience. 

World  Trade  Week  1977  is  an  appropriate  time  to  emphasize 
the  fact  that  President  Carter  and  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Commerce  recognize  these  potentials  for  broader  interna- 
tional trade. 
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Secretary  of  Commerce  Kreps  Explains: 
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Current  economic  policy  seems  to  be  a  cumber- 
some beast  whose  limbs  seem  curiously  un- 
coordinated, the  front  legs  being  prodded  to  move 
forward  at  a  faster  pace  while  the  hind  are  solidly 
shackled  by  constraints.  Economic  policy-makers 
ought  first,  to  determine  the  desired  direction  and 
speed  of  the  animal,  after  taking  into  account  the 
many  diverse  interests  and  having  calculated  the 
inevitable  tradeoffs;  and  second,  to  persuade  the 
beast  to  take  those  lumbering  steps  that  seem  to 
be  indicated. 

Given  the  cumbersome  nature  of  this  process- 
indeed,  the  difficulty  of  even  describing  it — many 
economists  want  no  part  of  policy  making.  Indeed. 
they  argue,  that  policy  is  best  which  intervene? 
least;  the  unfettered  market  is  a  far  more  agile. 
responsive  creature  than  any  alternative  animal. 
Of  course  not  many  economists  of  this  extreme 
persuasion  stay  long  in  Washington. 

Yet  that  economic  analysis  that  was  the  cate- 
chism for  all  of  us  in  the  days  of  our  youth  remains 
with  us.  That  discipline  continues  to  be  important, 
for  it  helps  to  remind  us  that  in  a  market  economy 


In  this  excerpt  of  a  recent  address  to  the 
National  Economists  Club  in  Washington, 
Secretary  of  Commerce  Juanita  M.  Kreps 
discusses  the  neio  role  of  the  Department  in 
helping  to  formulate  U.S.  economic  policy. 


"So  many  things  are  in  your 

hands,"  President  Carter 

told  Commerce  employees 

during  a  recent  visit.  Here 

he  is  greeted  by  Secretary 

Kreps  as  he  arrives  to  speak 

with  employees. 
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there  are  fairly  narrow  limits  within  which  policy 
making  is  effective.  Moreover,  the  textbooks  which 
many  of  us  wrote  when  we  lived  in  that  less 
pressured  world  of  ideas  should  come  often  to 
haunt  us,  both  when  we  ignore  the  principles  that 
govern  the  marketplace  and  when  we  impute  to 
that  market  process  any  necessary  maximization 
of  human  welfare. 

The  role  of  economic  analysis  in  the  formulation 
of  policy  needs  another  look.  In  particular,  we 
might  reexamine  the  record  to  see  when  policy 
takes  account  of  the  best  economic  analysis,  and 
when  such  analysis,  though  clearly  understood, 
is  set  aside  because  of  other  considerations.  I  have 
no  difficulty  with  the  latter  choice,  incidentally. 
But  we  must  be  aware  of  the  cost  involved  in 
such  a  set-aside  and  more  importantly,  the  public 
must  count  the  cost.  Granted  always  that  different 
interpretations  may  flow  from  any  analysis,  I  sus- 
pect that  criticism  of  policy  making  springs  from 
the  view  that  the  analysis  is  not  so  much  misin- 
terpreted as  it  is  ignored  altogether.  Whether  this 
criticism  is  justified,  or  whether  the  policy  adopted 
took  primary  account  of,  say,  critical  international 
relations,  is  not  always  clear.  Nor  is  the  cost  of 
serving  other  noneconomic  goals  usually  identified. 

I  dwell  on  this  need  for  clarification  in  part  be- 
cause I  believe  the  profession  is  not  in  particularly 
good  repute  in  the  public  eye  at  this  time,  and  for 
quite  the  wrong  reason.  Economists  have  failed 
to  make  clear  the  distinction  between  those  prob- 
lems we  do  not  yet  know  how  to  solve,  and  those 
for  which  we  could  pose  a  solution,  but  the  solu- 
tion would  entail  a  high  level  of  costs  and  sacri- 
fice. Many  energy-related  problems  would  seem  to 
fall  in  the  high-cost  and  sacrifice  class,  while  the 
concurrent  maintenance  of  zero  inflation  and  full 
employment  is  still  beyond  our  analytical  reach. 

But  my  primary  concern  is  not  with  the  image 
of  the  economist,  which  has  often  been  better  than 
was  justified.  John  Kenneth  Galbraith  once  pointed 
out  that  economics  has  never  lost  the  title  of  the 
"dismal  science"  because  the  title  has  never  been 
altogether  undeserved.  Rather,  I  think  it  is  in- 
creasingly necessary  to  remind  ourselves  that  the 
tools  of  economic  analysis  are  not  tools  of  great 
precision.  Our  estimates  of  the  volume  of  spending 
generated  by  a  change  in  tax  policy,  or  the  num- 
bers of  jobs  created  by  a  local  public  works  pro- 
gram are  the  best  estimates  we  can  possibly  make, 
drawing  on  past  records,  present  talents,  and 
future  projections. 

Promised  too  much 

To  the  extent  that  we  do  not  review  past  ex- 
perience carefully,  or  assemble  the  best  available 
advice  from  economists  in  and  out  of  government, 
or  build  the  projections  with  an  eye  on  any  new 
variables  we  can  anticipate,  we  are  remiss.  But 
it  is  a  mistake  to  expect  that  GNP  will  respond 
precisely  as  the  model  predicts,  and  a  greater 
mistake  to  allow  the  public  to  expect  such  re- 
sponse. In  brief,  I  fear  that  in  earlier  times  we 
promised  too  much,  and  as  a  result  a  performance 
that  was  usually  quite  good  looked  as  though  it 
was  far  off  the  mark.  I  appreciate  (Chairman  of 
the  Council  of  Economic  Advisors)  Charles 
Schultze's  habit  of  couching  projections  in  terms 
of  ranges  and  his  constant  emphasis  on  the  fact 
that   "these   are   our  best   estimates."   It   could   be 


called  "zero-based  humility,"  a  term  Meg  Green- 
field of  The  Washington  Post  used  recently  in 
another  context. 

Incidentally,  economists  are  not  nearly  as  bat- 
tered by  criticism  as  is  another  group  I've  come 
to  observe  since  joining  the  Commerce  Depart- 
ment: the  Weather  Service. 

They,  like  economists,  offer  forecasts.  These 
forecasts  are  almost  always  sound  and  when  they 
go  wrong,  the  fault  is  not  with  the  forecasters. 
But  because  their  forecasts  come  out  daily  .  .  . 
because  people  may  choose  to  wear  a  coat  or  not 
wear  a  coat,  to  go  to  the  beach  or  stay  home  on 
the  basis  of  these  forecasts,  the  forecasters  are 
better  known  for  being  wrong  than  being  scientists. 

One  big  difference  between  economic  and 
weather  forecasting  lies  in  the  fact  that  our  fore- 
casts are  not  tested  so  often  by  so  many  people. 
Our  forecasts  aren't  singled  out  for  delivery  twice 
a  night  on  television,  and  we  can  be  thankful  for 
that  blessing. 

One  question  has  been  asked  of  me  repeatedly 
since  President  Carter  named  me  Secretary  of 
Commerce:  "Will  you  participate  in  setting  eco- 
nomic  policy?" 

When  I  say  "yes,"  the  response  invariably  draws 
the  same  reaction:  A  polite  but  knowing  smile  of 
disbelief.  Other  Secretaries  of  Commerce  before 
me  have  obviously  responded  with  the  same  answer 
to  that  question — but  the  record  of  what  actually 
happened  is  uneven. 

One  wonders  about  that  record.  Why  has  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce,  who  certainly  should  know 
something  about  the  economy,  so  rarely  been  asked 
to  participate  in  the  formulation  of  policy  on 
perhaps  the  most  vital  of  all  domestic  issues? 

Answers  to  such  questions  are  sometimes  rooted 
in  history.  Yet  half  a  century  ago  the  Department 
was  headed  by  a  man  who,  though  now  remem- 
bered as  the  President  who  was  overwhelmed  by 
world-wide  economic  collapse,  came  into  Commerce 
determined  to  turn  the  Census  Bureau  into  "a 
proper  bureau  of  statistics." 

He  did  just  that,  and  in  June  of  that  year  the 
Department  issued  the  first  Survey  of  Current 
Business.  One  corporation  executive  called  its  pub- 
lication "the  most  important  step  in  our  industrial 
life  since  the  inauguration  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
System." 

Since  Hoover's  time  the  Department  has  often 
been  referred  to  as  "the  Old  Gray  Lady  of  Four- 
teenth Street."  And  as  was  customary  for  old 
gray  ladies  of  that  time,  she  stayed  in  the  kitchen. 
There  she  spent  her  time  gathering,  sifting,  refin- 
ing and  serving  up  one  expertly-prepared  statistical 
dish  after  another,  with  new  ones  being  added  to 
the  menu  all  the  time. 

She  served  them  up  to  the  triad  and  then  the 
quadriad  and  then  back  to  the  triad  again.  She 
served  them  to  the  councils,  the  departments,  the 
boards,  the  President,  the  Congress,  and  innumer- 
able committees  and  agencies  all  over  town. 

But  when  it  came  to  sitting  down  at  the  table 
with  the  others  to  use  these  statistics  in  the 
formulation  of  policy,  the  Old  Gray  Lady  of  Four- 
teenth Street  was  rarely  invited. 

Well,  it  is  something  of  a  relief  to  be  out  of  the 
kitchen.  With  a  permanent  seat  at  the  table  as  a 
full  participant  in  the  deliberations  on  economic 
policy,   the  Department  will  continue  to  serve  up 
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policy  making 
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view  that  the 
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the  statistical  feast,  but  we  will  also  join  in  the 
deliberations.  Moreover,  as  a  member  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  of  the  Economic  Policy  Group 
that  will  be  responsible  for  both  domestic  and 
international  economic  policy,  I  expect  to  play  a 
role  in  the  identification  of  major  economic  prob- 
lems and  in  devising  strategies  to  meet  thorn. 

In  doing  so,  one  must  make  certain  that  the 
Economic  Policy  Group  makes  use  of  the  data  and 
expertise  which  exist  in  many  of  the  Executive 
Departments,  especially  in  mieroeconomic  issues. 
In  this  respect,  the  Department  of  Commerce  can 
make  its  maximum  contribution  to  economic  prob- 
lem-solving. 

In  the  past,  the  attention  of  policy-makers  and 
of  many  economists  has  often  focused  on  broad 
macroeconomic  policy  issues.  Discussion  and  deci- 
sionmaking by  the  President's  top  economic  ad- 
visers has  focused  on  the  outlook  and  the  aggregate 
levels  of  federal  expenditures  and  receipts,  or  on 
the  monetary  policy  needed  to  achieve  our  na- 
tional goals. 

If  this  new  Economic  Policy  Group  fails  to  go 
beyond  these  broader  economic  issues,  then  I  be- 
lieve it  will  have  failed  the  nation.  We  have  come 
a  long  way  since  the  1960s  when  the  fine-tuning 
of  fiscal  policy  enjoyed  great  respect  and  a  signifi- 
cant amount  of  success.  Today,  we  have  a  greater 
appreciation  for  the  structural  imbalances  which 
impede  the  move  to  sustained  growth,  full  employ- 
ment, and  price  stability.  Note  just  two  of  these 
structural  problems:  the  persistence  of  very  high 
unemployment  rates  for  some  labor  force  groups 
even  in  periods  of  strong  growth;  and  the  dispar- 
ities in  growth  that  appear  to  be  widening  among 
regions  of  the  country. 

The  Economic  Policy  Group  has  a  unique  op- 
portunity to  integrate  the  theoretical  research  that 
is  available  on  many  of  these  micro  issues  with 
the  data  and  the  expertise  which  already  exist 
in  government;  and  to  bring  the  combined  result 
to  bear  on  policy  decisions. 

Documenting  cold's  impact 

As  for  the  particular  role  of  the  Commerce 
Department,  it  is  interesting  to  note  some  recent 
events  in  which  our  work  has  been  vital.  Our 
macroeconomic  input  was  useful,  for  example,  in 
documenting  the  impact  of  the  severe  cold  we 
have  experienced  this  winter.  In  this  instance  we 
brought  together  the  expertise  of  two  of  our  major 
agencies,  one  in  the  field  of  science,  the  other 
economics:  the  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric 
Administration,  which  operates  the  National 
Weather  Service,  and  the  Bureau  of  Economic 
Analysis.  Their  computations  enabled  us  to  provide 
the  Economic  Policy  Group  with  an  up-to-the 
minute  assessment  of  the  impact  of  the  cold 
weather  and  the  resulting  energy  shortage  on  the 
First  Quarter's  economic  performance,  We  arc 
now  working  to  verify  our  preliminary  findings 
through  analyses  that,  use  input-output  and 
regional  economic  models. 

Further  illustrations  of  the  Department's  work 
in  macro  and  mieroeconomic  analysis  include  esti- 
mates of  maritime  and  oceans  resources,  inter- 
national trade  issues,  regional  development,  the 
impact  of  technology  on  industrial  performance, 
and  overall  economic  growth.  Some  of  those  ques- 
tions  not    only   demand   our    immediate    attention; 


they  extend  as  well  to  long-range  issues  affecting 
the  course  of  the  economy  in  the  decades  ahead. 
For  example,  there  is  the  long-term  problem  of 
productivity.  Over  the  past  17  years,  the  United 
States  has  been  lagging  far  behind  most  of  the 
other  industrialized  countries  in  annual  produc- 
tivity growth.  Our  rate  has  slowed  by  about  one- 
third  since  the  mid-1960s,  compared  with  the  prior 
two  decades.  As  a  contributing  factor  to  inflation, 
this  has  impeded  our  ability  to  compete  with  for- 
eign producers  in  both  the  domestic  and  inter- 
national markets. 

Closely  tied  to  the  productivity  problem  is  that 
of  capital  requirements  for  the  future.  Here  our 
economists  will  be  studying  a  range  of  questions 
having  to  do  with  current  consumption  versus 
saving  and  investment  for  higher  consumption  and 
social  benefits  in  the  future. 

More  modest  promises 

On  a  recent  visit  with  Commerce  employees. 
President  Carter  said,  "so  many  things  are  in 
your  hands."  He  named  responsibility  for  the  na- 
tion's technical  standards,  the  collection  and 
analysis  of  economic  information,  protection  of 
the  environment,  concern  for  the  oceans,  economic 
development,  long-range  projections  on  weather. 
development  of  the  nation's  maritime  structure. 
All  of  these  functions  relate  to  the  course  of  eco- 
nomic events,  either  by  feeding  into  policy  formu- 
lation or  having  significant  impact  on  mieroeco- 
nomic decision-making.  The  Department  carries 
the  responsibility,  therefore,  for  a  great  deal  of 
the  detailed  analysis  undergirding  conclusions 
with  respect  to  the  state  of  the  economy  and  the 
direction  of  its  movement. 

Never  in  history  has  this  assessment  been  more 
critical.  And  though  we  should  insist  on  more 
modesty  in  promising  that  a  particular  action  will 
produce  a  precise  result,  we  must  of  course  antici- 
pate the  general  outcome  of  any  given  course  of 
action.  To  do  so  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  re- 
quires extraordinary  care  on  the  part  of  economic 
analysts  and  meticulous  attention  to  the  analysis 
on  the  part  of  policy  makers.  Let's  hope  this  mar- 
riage of  analysis  and  policy  goes  not  asunder 

Even  with  the  best  analysis  possible,  policy 
making  is  fraught  with  many  problems.  Almost 
without  exception,  these  fundamental  problems  in- 
volve conflicting  demands  by  valid  interests.  A' 
virtually  no  point  arc  we  confronted  by  a  neat. 
clean  challenge  simply  to  summon  up  the  ingenuity 
and  courage  to  go  scale  a  mountain.

Taking  Care  of  Business  --  Results  of  Commerce  Department 
sales  promotion  events  abroad  continue  to  reflect  foreign 
demand  for  a  wide  variety  of  U.S.  goods  and  services. 

— Members  of  a  recent  water  resources-development  trade 
mission  to  Saudi  Arabia,  Iraq  and  the  United  Arab  Emirates 
signed  orders  representing  more  than  $12  million  in  sales. 

— After  the  Offshore  International  Exhibition  in  Birmingham, 
England,  21  U.S.  exhibitors  of  deep-sea  oil  exploration 
equipment  predicted  they  would  do  $15  million  worth  of  business 
within  a  year. 

— An  exhibition  of  U.S.  agricultural  equipment,  staged  in 
Guadalajara,  Mexico,  by  the  staff  of  the  U.S.  Trade  Center 
in  Mexico  City,  produced  projections  of  $10  million  in  sales. 

— U.S.  makers  of  computers  and  peripherals  exhibiting  recently 
at  the  U.S.  Trade  Center  in  Sydney,  reported  floor  sales  of 
$3.5  million  and  forecase  almost  $28  million  in  additional 
business  in  12  months. 

— At  the  U.S.  Trade  Center  in  Taipei,  16  U.S.  firms  demon- 
strated their  latest  telecommunications  equipment  and  technology 
and  are  looking  forwrrd  to  total  sales  of  $7.5  million  as  a 
result.

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U.S.     CONSUMER    GOODS    "SHOWCASE" 


Market  research  indicates  U.S.  exports  of  consumer  goods 
have  tripled  since  1970  and  last  year  reached  an  estimated 
$8  billion.   Foreign  retailers  attribute  this  success  to 
the  popularity  of  U.S.  fashions,  customs  and  life  styles; 
increases  in  available  leisure  time  and  disposable  incomes; 
an  easing  of  import  restrictions;  and  the  quality  and 
competitive  pricing  of  U.S.  products. 

Government  and  industry  will  present  a  unique  exhibition  of 
American-made  consumer  goods  to  be  staged  simultaneously  in 
10  commercial  capitals  around  the  world  starting  September  19, 
1977. 

Called  the  "U.S.  Housewares  Universal  Showcase,"  the  event 
will  feature  manufacturers  taking  part  in  the  National  House- 
wares Exposition  July  11-14  in  Chicago,  and  will  promote  their 
products  to  foreign  buyers  in  a  show  combining  video  tape 
recordings,  product  catalogs  and  product  samples. 

The  "Universal  Showcase"  presentation  will  be  made  simultane- 
ously in  Amsterdam,  Cologne,  London,  Paris,  Stockholm,  Taipei, 
Tokyo,  Vienna  and  Zurich  under  auspices  of  the  Department's 
Bureau  of  International  Commerce,  in  cooperation  with  the 
National  Housewares  Manufacturers  Association  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  State. 

"Showcase"  participation  will  be  limited  to  60  manufacturers 
taking  part  in  the  Chicago  housewares  exposition.   Individual 
sound-and-color  video  tape  recordings  of  their  new-product 
presentations  will  be  made  during  the  course  of  the  exposition 
and  forwarded  to  the  "Showcase"  cities.   Product  samples  and 
catalogs  will  be  shipped  separately,  and  the  "Showcase"  will 
be  assembled  by  Commerce  personnel  in  each  of  the  10  cities.

New  U.S. 
Trade  Center  in 


Anew  U.S.  Trade  Center  will  open  in  Brazil's 
bustling  commercial-industrial  metropolis,  Sao 
Paulo,  this  spring  and  join  the  Commerce  Depart- 
ment's worldwide  chain  of  exhibition  facilities  for 
American  exporters. 

Drawing  upon  the  Department's  15  years  of 
experience  in  operating  such  centers,  it  has  been 
designed  with  5,000  square  feet  of  exhibit  space; 
a  seminar  room  with  seating  for  100,  equipped 
with  film  and  other  audio-visual  equipment,  in- 
cluding simultaneous  translation  devices;  and  meet- 
ing rooms  to  serve  as  private  offices  for  U.S.  busi- 
nessmen  and   technicians. 

It  will  also  have  a  commercial  library  and  a  full 
range  of  telecommunications,  secretarial,  transla- 
tion and  document  copying  services.  It  will  house 
an  exhibition  staff  and  the  staff  of  the  U.S.  Con- 
sulate's commercial  section.  It  occupies  two  floors 
and  the  mezzanine  of  an  office  building  at  Avenida 
Paulista  2439  in  the  city's  business  district. 

The  inaugural  event,  May  16-20,  will  bring  the 
American  business  community  in  Brazil  into  a  host 
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role.  It  will  feature  the  products  of  the  U.S.  sub- 
sidiary firms  that  are  members  of  the  American 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Brazil,  and  thus  give  the 
Center  an  opportunity  to  dramatize  U.S.  business 
contributions  to  Brazil's  growth  and  prosperity. 

The  first  exhibition  in  the  pattern  of  regular 
Trade  Center  shows  will  be  staged  in  September, 
for  U.S.  producers  of  industrial  process  control 
instrumentation.  Market  research  has  turned  up  a 
remarkable  record  of  growth  in  the  Brazilian  mar- 
ket in  this  field  and  indicated  that  this  growth 
should  continue,  with  U.S.  products  in  a  strong 
position  to  dominate  sales.  The  research,  conducted 
for  Commerce's  Office  of  International  Marketing, 
has  also  targeted  specific  instruments  and  controls 
with  the  best  sales  prospects. 

The  September  show  will  be  followed  by  exhibi- 
tions of  machinery  and  equipment  for  a  variety 
of  industries  in  which  Brazil  has  set  development 
goals,  including  graphic  arts,  mining,  pollution 
control,  plastics  production,  aviation  and  food 
processing. 

Commerce  Department  market  research  shows 
that  the  best  prospects  for  U.S.  exports  and  in- 
vestment lie  in  these  fields  and  in  such  priority  sec- 
tors as  hydroelectric  power  projects,  petroleum  and 
petrochemicals,   steel  and  agriculture. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  its  balance  of  payments 
deficit  and  control  inflation,  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment has  introduced  various  import  restrictions 
and  credit  constraints  over  the  last  two  years. 
Even  so,  Brazilian  imports  were  more  than  $12 
billion  in  1976  and  are  expected  to  be  at  about 
the  same  level  in  1977. 

The  United  States  accounts  for  about  one-third 
of  Brazil's  non-oil  imports,  and  is  Brazil's  leading 
trade  partner.  U.S.  exports  to  Brazil  last  year  were 
nearly  $3  billion,  making  Brazil  one  of  this  coun- 
try's ten  largest  foreign  markets.  Brazilian  imports 
from  the  U.S.  this  year  are  expected  to  bo  about 
the  same. 

Commenting  on  the  timing  of  the  new  Commerce 
Department  promotional  effort  in  Brazil,  a  De- 
partment official  declared:  "We  recognize  the  cur- 
rent existence  of  real  problems  for  U.S.  firms  pur- 
suing their  commercial  interests  in  Brazil, 
especially  for  those  businessmen  attempting  to 
break  into  the  market  for  the  first  time,  In  spite 
of  the  current  limitations  on   Imports,   Brazil  will 


purchase  $12  billion  of  manufactured  goods  and 
supplies  this  year  alone.  This  fact  suggests  that 
despite  the  current  import  substitution  program, 
there  will  continue  to  be  large  areas  of  capital 
goods  in  which  Brazil  will  continue  to  rely  on 
foreign  suppliers. 

"With  a  land  mass  of  over  three  million  square 
miles,  Brazil  is  the  fifth  largest  nation  in  the 
world,  a  nation  with  enormous  untapped  resources, 
with  a  population  of  over  110  million,  a  nation 
with  a  growing  and  dynamic  market,  well  on  its 
way  to  becoming  an  industrial  giant,  and  a  market 
which  simply  cannot  be  ignored." 

Sao  Paulo,  the  largest  city  in  Brazil  and  the 
foremost  industrial  center  in  South  America,  is 
located  near  the  Atlantic  coast,  220  miles  south- 
west of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  It  frequently  is  called  "the 
Chicago  of  South  America." 

Situated  30  miles  inland  at  an  altitude  of  2,400 
feet,  Sao  Paulo  is  served  by  the  port  of  Santos. 
Although  located  on  the  edge  of  the  tropics,  the 
city  enjoys  a  temperate  climate  because  of  its 
altitude.  Its  metropolitan  area  now  covers  885 
square  miles  and  contains  a  population  of  more 
than  eight  million.  The  population  is  projected  to 
reach  12  million  by  the  year  2000. 

Sao  Paulo's  position  as  the  commercial  capital 
of  Brazil  was  reinforced  during  the  recent  period 
of  rapid  national  economic  growth.  1968-74,  when 
the  growth  rate  averaged  10  percent  a  year  That 
rate  has  dropped  since,  but  it  remains  one  of  the 
highest  for  any  major  country.

BY  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 

A  PROCLAMATION 


We  live  in  a  world  where  all  of  us  must  depend  on 
each  other  —  a  world  divided  by  nationality  and  philosophy, 
but  drawn  together  by  common  problems  and  common  hopes.   We 
share  with  all  people  a  concern  about  unemployment,  inequal- 
ity, poverty,  inflation,  and  the  danger  of  war.   And  we 
share  with  all  people  the  hope  of  a  life  free  of  hunger, 
disease,  and  repression,  and  a  determination  to  overcome 
international  differences  with  mutual  trust,  respect  and 
cooperation. 

Our  desire  for  justice,  stability, and  peace  finds 
practical  expression  in  world  trade.   Trade  generates  forces 
of  friendship  and  understanding,  which  in  turn  bring  us 
closer  to  the  kind  of  world  we  want. 

The  United  States  is  the  unsurpassed  leader  in  inter- 
national commerce.   Because  our  total  trade  is  greater  than 
that  of  any  other  nation,  we  can,  by  increasing  our  trade 
activities,  make  an  enormous  contribution  to  the  health  of 
the  international  economy,  to  the  job  market  at  home  and 
abroad,  to  progressive  relationships  between  rich  and  poor 
nations  and,  finally,  to  the  cause  of  peace  on  our  globe. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  JIMMY  CARTER,  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  do  hereby  proclaim  the  week  begin- 
ning May  22,  1977,  as  World  Trade  Week.   I  urge  business, 
labor,  agricultural,  educational,  professional  and  civic 
groups,  the  communications  media,  and  all  concerned  Americans, 
to  observe  World  Trade  Week  with  meetings,  discussions,  ex- 
hibits, ceremonies,  and  other  appropriate  activities  that 
promote  continuing  awareness  of  the  importance  of  world 
trade  to  our  Nation  and  to  our  relations  with  other  nations. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  this 
eighth  day  of  April  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred 
seventy-seven,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States 
of  America  the  two  hundred  and  first.

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WORLD  TRADE  WEEK  1977  —  Trade  is  one  of  the  vital  forces 
of  our  time,  and  we  should  be  doing  everthing  in  our 
power  to  preserve  and  expand  it.   Americans  have  a  special 
stake  in  preserving  world  trade  because  our  two-way  trade 
is  greater  than  any  other  nation's.   Last  year  it  amounted 
to  more  than  $235  billion  --  almost  $115  billion  in  exports 
and  $121  billion  in  imports  —  and  the  total  was  the  highest 
in  our  history. 


FOREIGN-TRADE  ZONES  APPROVED  IN  BOSTON,  NEW  BEDFORD, 
MASSACHUSETTS  —  The  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  has 
announced  the  issuance  of  grants  of  authority  by  the 
Foreign-Trade  Zones  Board  for  the  establishment  of  foreign- 
trade  zones  in  Boston  and  New  Bedford,  Massachusetts. 
The  Boston  zone  initially  will  cover  about  five  acres 
within  the  163-acre  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park  (formerly 
the  South  Boston  Naval  Annex)  being  developed  by  the  City 
of  Boston  Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Corporation. 

The  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  is  the  grantee  and  operator 
of  the  zone,  which  by  late  1977  will  have  ready  for  occupancy 
a  nine-floor  warehouse/processing  structure  with  more 
than  350,000  square  feet  of  space.   The  New  Bedford  zone 
will  cover  22  acres  within  a  52-acre  industrial  park  complex 
adjacent  to  the  New  Bedford  Muncipal  Airport  and  within 
three  miles  of  the  city's  port  facilities.   The  site  is 
being  developed  by  the  City  of  New  Bedford,  the  zone  grantee, 
as  part  of  its  economic  development  program  through  the 
New  Bedford  Industrial  Development  Commission.   A  20,000 
foot  warehouse/processing  facility  will  be  the  zone's 
initial  structure.   Firms  using  either  zone  will  have 
the  option  of  leasing  space  within  the  existing  structures 
or  land  on  which  to  erect  their  own  facilities  for  processing 
and  light  industrial  operations. 

Foreign-trade  zone  grants  are  issued  under  the  Foreign- 
Trade  Zones  Act  of  1934  which  empowers  the  Board—consisting 
of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  as  Chairman,  and  the  Secretaries 
of  the  Treasury  and  Army--to  authorize  qualified  public 
and  private  corporations  to  establish  zones  in  or  near 
U.S.  Customs  ports  of  entry. 


COMMERCIAL  NEWSBRIEFS 


PASSENGER  JET  AND  SATELLITE  COLLECT  WEATHER  DATA  —  A  Pan 
American  World  Airways  Boeing  747,  in  regular  passenger  service 
for  the  international  airline,  is  doing  double  duty  as  a  flying 
laboratory  for  two  government  agencies,  demonstating  the  concept 
that  aircraft  can  collect  important  weather  information  in 
flight  and  relay  it  via  satellite  to  weather  forecasters  on 
the  ground.   An  electronics  package  which  collects  data  from 
the  aircraft's  instruments  is  the  heart  of  the  joint  program 
conducted  by  the  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration 

(NOAA)  and  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration 

(NASA) . 

Purpose  of  the  year-long  program  is  to  test  and  evaluate  the 
concept  that  aircraft  flying  over  areas  of  the  globe  where 
weather  data  is  sparse  can  collect  important  meteorological 
information,  and  that  the  rapid  transmission  of  that  data  via 
satellite  will  be  of  value  to  aircraft  operations  as  well  as 
to  weather  analyses  and  numerical  weather  predictions. 


NEW  DESIGNATED  COLLABORATING  CENTER  IN  CLINICAL  CHEMISTRY  BY 
WORLD  HEALTH  ORGANIZATION  —  The  Commerce  Department's  National 
Bureau  of  Standards  (NBS)  has  been  designated  a  Collaborating 
Center  for  Research  and  Reference  Services  in  Clinical  Chemistry 
by  the  World  Health  Organization  (WHO) . 

With  the  designation,  NBS  becomes  only  the  second  such  center 
in  the  United  States;  the  other  U.S.  organization  is  the  Center 
for  Disease  Control  in  Atlanta.   Worldwide,  there  are  only 
five  clinical  chemistry  centers  sponsored  by  WHO. 

The  main  function  of  NBS  in  its  role  as  a  Collaborating  Center 
will  be  to  advise  and  assist  WHO  to  develop  standard  technical 
methods  and  control  materials  in  clinical  chemistry.  The  ultimate 
goal  of  the  WHO  program  is  to  improve  the  diagnostic  services 
of  the  clinical  and  public  health  laboratories  throughout  the 
world  by  bringing  them  to  a  scientific  and  technical  level 
where  the  results  obtained  in  one  laboratory  or  country  will 
have  the  same  degree  of  reliability  as  in  another. 
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"USA  PLANT  VISITS  1977-1978"  DIRECTORY  NOW  AVAILABLE  —  "USA 
Plant  Visits  1977-1978,"  a  listing  of  over  1,500  U.S.  businesses 
or  factories  offering  tours  to  visitors,  is  now  available  from 
the  U.S.  Government  Printing  Office.   The  directory,  published 
by  Commerce's  United  States  Travel  Service  (USTS)  describes 
free  tours  available  in  the  50  states,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  three  territories  of  the  USA.   Included  in  each  listing 
are  the  days,  times  and  details  on  arrangements  for  tours. 

In  addition  to  the  main  listing,  arranged  by  state  and  city, 
of  plants  that  offer  tours,  an  index  also  separates  tours  by 
industry.   By  using  the  industry  index,  tours  can  be  located 
in  over  100  general  industries  such  as  those  involved  in  the 
manufacture  of  automobiles,  machinery,  glass  and  chemicals, 
the  processing  of  dairy  products,  confections  and  cereal,  and 
the  building  of  ships.   The  152-page  directory,  part  of  the 
USTS  program  to  promote  tourism  to  and  within  the  USA,  is 
intended  for  both  business  and  pleasure  travelers.  Cost  is

COMMERCE  DEPARTMENT  REVIEWS  AID  OUTLOOK  FOR  MUSHROOM  INDUSTRY  — 
Commerce  has  reported  to  the  President  that  mushroom  growers 
and  processors  may  become  eligible  to  apply  for  Federal  trade 
adjustment  assistance.   It  follows  a  U.S.  International  Trade 
Commission's  investigation  of  the  mushroom  industry  to  determine 
whether  increased  imports  represent  a  substantial  cause  or 
threat  of  injury  to  the  domestic  industry.   The  Commission, 
on  January  10,  1977,  determined  that  increased  mushroom  imports 
are  causing  or  threatening  to  cause  serious  injury  to  the  U.S. 
mushroom  industry. 


AID  OUTLOOK  FOR  SHOE  INDUSTRY  REVIEWED  BY  COMMERCE  DEPARTMENT  — 
The  Department  of  Commerce  has  reported  to  the  President  that 
shoe  manufacturers  may  become  eligible  to  apply  for  Federal 
trade  adjustment  assistance.   The  report  is  the  result  of  a 
study  conducted  under  the  Trade  Act  of  1974.   The  Commission, 
on  February  8,  1977,  determined  that  increased  shoe  imports 
are  causing  or  threatening  to  cause  serious  injury  to  the  U.S. 
shoe  industry  --  manufacturers  of  non-rubber  footwear.   In 
its  report  of  February  16,  the  Commerce  Department  estimated 
that  376  companies  produced  non-rubber  footwear  in  36  State 
in  1975,  compared  to  597  firms  in  1969.   To  be  certified  to 
apply  for  adjustment  assistance  a  firm  must  demonstrate  that 
increased  imports  of  like  or  directly  competitive  articles 
contributed  importantly  to  declines  in  sales  or  production, 
or  both,  and  separation,  or  threat  of  separation,  of  the  firm's 
workers . 
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FOREIGN  INDUSTRIAL  PRODUCTION  REACHES  NEW  HIGH  IN  JANUARY  — 


Foreign  industrial  production  increased  1.2  percent  during 
the  month  of  January,  surpassing  for  the  first  time  the  pre- 
recession  peak  level  of  November  1973,  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Commerce  reported  in  April.   The  six-country  composite  foreign 
industrial  production  index  maintained  by  Commerce's  Office 
of  Economic  Research  reached  a  level  of  122.1  for  January  1977, 
compared  to  the  November  1973  pre-recession  peak  of  121.3. 
Of  the  six  countries  in  the  foreign  index,  Italy,  Germany  and 
France  have  now  exceeded  their  previous  production  peaks. 
Production  levels  in  Canada  and  Japan  remained  marginally  below 
their  previous  peaks,  while  the  production  level  in  the  United 
Kingdom  was  still  considerably  below  its  previous  peak.  Although 
U.S.  and  aggregate  foreign  industrial  production  now  have 
exceeded  pre-recession  peaks,  current  production  levels  are 
still  significantly  below  capacity,  with  four  of  the  six  coun- 
tries actually  increasing  the  extent  of  their  unused  capacity. 
The  reason,  analysts  noted,  is  that  productive  capacity  has 
continued  to  increase  since  1973. 


TRADE  BALANCE  IN  ENGINEERING,  ELECTRICAL,  AND  OPTICAL  INSTRU- 
MENTS DECLINES  5  PERCENT  IN  19  7  6 —  The  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce  reported  that  the  favorable  balance  of  trade  in  engine 
engineering,  electrical,  and  optical  instruments  declined  to 
$588.6  million  in  1976.   This  represents  a  decrease  of  5  percent 
from  the  favorable  balance  of  $622.1  million  in  1975. 

Exports  for  1976  were  $1,039.8  million,  an  increase  of  4  percent 
from  a  year  ago,  while  imports  rose  to  $4  51.2  million,  an 
increase  of  2  0  percent.   The  European  Economic  Community 
continued  to  be  the  chief  purchaser  of  U.S.  engineering,  elec- 
trical, and  optical  instruments  buying  $364.0  million,  or  35 
percent  of  the  total  exports. 

Import  increases  were  posted  in  all  major  product  categories. 
The  European  Economic  Community  provided  $146.3  million,  or 
32  percent  of  the  total  imports. 

The  Far  East  remained  the  largest  source  of  engineering,  elec- 
trical ,  and  optical  instrument  imports.   Japan,  the  greatest 
single  country  supplier,  accounted  for  $204.0  million,  or  94 
percent  of  the  imports  from  this  region.   Japan  continues  to 
be  the  only  major  trading  partner  with  which  the  U.S.  has  a 
negative  balance  of  trade  in  these  products.
